From August 27 to September 2 cholera was reported in Italy as 
follows: Naples city, 15 cases with 4 deaths; Naples Province, 63 
cases with 29 deaths; Genoa city, 32 cases with 16 deaths; Rome, 
16 cases with 10 deaths; Leghorn, 220 cases with 138 deaths; rest of 
continental Italy, 794 cases with 314 deaths; Palermo city, 60 cases 
with 19 deaths; Palermo Province, 48 cases with 24 deaths; rest of 
Sicily, 111 cases with 53 deaths; Milan city and Province, 18 cases 
with 6 deaths.
